in personal immortality to set you nn ex- 
ample, you, who fave the most glorious aud 
inspiring of all knowledge? It is time that 
we went bravely to work, “out of the rulos 
of the old to build anew"—on s foundation 
of rock. fn al! modesty, I must say that io 
this work tie Harmonial Philosophy fur- 
nishes to me the only adequate solution of 
thoss porpiaring quesHons which have, in 
all time, baffled so many earnest souls. it 
explains tie nature and temporary charac- 
ter of evil and sorrow, and makes the ef- 
fort to overcome them, toughen the moral 
ütresof the soul. It puts us upon our honi- 
or; it makes us realize moral reaponalbility 
and assures us that ilios apparent defeats 
can be made the soul's greatest victories. it 
teaches us that we are greater Lian our eir- 
cumstances;—that In thslong run the bal- 
önce of power Ja with him who avails bim 
self of holy and eternal laws: laws which 
are as reliable as mathematical proposi- 
tions. Why, as our ascended brother Fin- 
ney declared, fre cannot burn, nor water 
town, nor winter freeze, nor ligbtnin 
strike, him whore soui reata on cosmíc 
moral power.

Tho resolt of this is that the average of 
morals aud conduct in the churches, Is no 
higher, Uf as high, as it is among those of 
a corresponding education outaids. The 
Church does not plóneer reforms, does not 
lend the world in nuy upward path. Even 
its truths are crushed and weakened oy its 
errors. Look at the almple aud sweet benu- 
ty of the natural aid manly life of Jesus, 
the divine, yet human, glory of his prayer 
on the occas, as the deeds and Inspired 
words of “the man Obriat Jesus," and the 
Incentive to u noblor life 15 far stronger be- 
cause more rational as well as more touch- 
Ing, than all thls poor weak rovival talk 
about the merita of the atonement. 

Sut, In avolding Soylin,we must not strand 
on the rocks of Charybdis; in turning from 
this blindly emotional pletism, wo must not 
eall ngninat tho icebergs of intellect, where 
no warmth ot emotlon reaches. ‘ 

The sweob sympathies, the tender emo- 
tons, tho intuitive wants aud aspirations 
of the soul, the Intellectual power to Judge 
and discriminate, the royal reason, the toad- 
er conscience, nre att parts of our nature 
and being, and are all to hold due place and 
win dus recognition.

Fallx Adler spoke to his Society for Eth- 
ical Cniture, in Chickering Hall, reviewing, 
In partial dissent, tha discourse of Muncura 
D. Conway of the previous Sunday, Mr. 
Conway is the brllitant aud wol known cor: 
respondent, in London, of the Cínoinnatt 
Commerctal, and preaches twice euch Sun- 
day to societies five miles apart in the great 
English city. 

Tho witty words of Lowoll: "His belief 
a belleving In nothing at ali," might appiy 
to Mr. Conway, in religious matters, and 
bis opposition to Bpiritunlinm is bitter and 
unreasonable. 

Mr. Adler commended parts of his dis- 
courae, but thought that religion sprang 
from gratitudo and the moral sentiment 
more than from fear, fron: whence Mr, Can- 
way tnd derived it, and closed an follows: 

"We botieve not only that mez nro better 
than their religions, but that the ideas un- 
derlying the great religions n'e better than 
the Forms Sp which they bayo been omboh 
ed, The doctrine of vicariuns atonement 
may bo repugnans to our moral nense, but 
the idea underlying 1t le grand, It was 
gnid that tho Judge aud parent who bolteve 
in a divinity satiefed fully with the oxpia- 
tion of the just fot the unjust would be 
shocked at a suggestion [n tho court room 
or tha home that the gullty should ba mate 
to suffer far the innocent. Do you not por- 
ceive that in that Mttle word ‘made’ lies 
the whole difference? For if you would 
compel the Innocent to take the punish. 
ment which belongs to the guilty It would 
be wrong, and all our battor natura wuuld 
rise in proteat ngalnat it. Hat for the in- 
nocent voluntarily to assume tbe conse 
quent of the guilt of another—that ts aub- 
Mme. We idolize achild who seoks to abjcid 
Ralsteror brother or playmate trom the 
effects of a transcression and would rather

professors. ring, often n single man, 
controls each institution. The Homeopathic 
and one orstwo other collegea arp elmply 
one nau affairs. Studenta generally learn 
littio beyond fusa and feathera, except they 
ara npdiily inguisitive. at these doctor fac- 
tories. Tho mandgers graduate them very 
largely from motives of self-intereat and 
favoritism. Fortunately, few of them are

-preserntatives of men and women of each and avery 


denomination, to come and tell the reason of the bë 
llef they held; "nnd we care not where a man 
stands, or what he call himself, or what ha profeses, 
if he will undertake to answer this question, the 
needa of the hour, honestly and falriy, he is our 
brother; ho hus a place by oor alde on thls platform, 
or atiy other platform that we may occupy. Wo ns 
sume thia; that thosga ts thinking: that the people 
aro naking quoatlonn; that the world Is full of unreat 
anu d'ssatinraction; that people ara Inoking abont af. 
ter the guldipg clew to the blessed life, and we sollcit 
nuswets Lo these questions," 

"Welinvo invited s grent vnrfety of opintons herethis 

ity —not for the purposeof oppraing or controverting: 
fur controversy is not of ordor and polemica are not of 
order, but for the rake of the Jurgest positivo afirma 
Hon" Onr object is to And the pointa at which wo 
can all agree, and not thuseuu which wo disagree. 
“Leteus each rdd hia mite tothe general fund of 
knowledge, cheer und jnepiratian.” “Nothing would 
have been easler than to have got up a clique, organiz- 
ed n puct, to do somo particular thing. But to avold 
starting a party, to avoid making a clique, to nvold 
dogmatizing--that is the difficult thing that we havo 
been trying for the Jast twolve months to do” 
Thesa worda of President Fiothinghum abow the 
whale animus of the teeting, and we bava In the 
RELIGIO-PRILOSOFIICAL- JOURNAL of the 21th, Mr. 
F.'s coucluaton atter the associntion had bean in ex- 
istence for six years, where he says, "It, ín a help 
toward this condition of liberty (liberty isthe very 
roul af religion) that tha Free Fellgtous Associntlon 
has togn organiza.” 

From the excelient report of the secretary of that 
meeting, Win. J. Potter, the presont editor of the 
fade, E will only quote two sentences: 

"This principle is, that in this associatlon these va- 
rious religious opiniuns and faiths meotand micgle on 
perfectly qual terms, no one clalming for himself 
what hedoes not cordially accord by courtesy and 
right toevery other." “We sre alming at nothing 
lesa than the moral and apiritunt brotberhcod of hu. 
Inanity." 

In accordance with ntl this generosity of aption and 
intent, the speakers were a miscellaneous assemblage 
of Frierda, Unltarians, Baptista, Methodiste, Jews, 
BpiriLualiata, Free Itellglunints and Posltiviata. Thers 
were threa Spirituuitat npeakers on the platform, (and 
wore accorded thelr timu equally with others ntthough 
this was but a ane day's meeting), Dr. Peebles, Lima

vited, but he declined. Prof. Denton and Cora Dani- 
ela were invited, but could not be present. Tney hava. 
appeared very effectively, however, ob aubse gent an- : 
nual meetings. The spirit of the whole day, was 
harmonious and delightful, and it waa surprising to 
find in how many thtn peopin really agree with each 
other when their alm ja goodnesa. nnd truth, and how 
to best work for humanity. |

Tho Liberties of tho Insane in Europo 

and America. 

The horrible dinaater to the State Insane 
Apylom, of MInnesotn, Js mora likoly even 
than au equally fatal conflagration in a 
hote}, where the Ilves of sana persons ate 
destroyed, to awaken the sympatbios of tbe 
community. Tho thirty or fifty poor crea 
tures who perished in tbla calamity, had 


Lot only been deprived by disease of their 


reason, but by man of their Ilberty. No 
doubt most of them were clear taseg of in- 
sanity, But every person who has given 
any attention to the inmates ot such inati- 
tutions, or beard the conilloting testimony 
of physicians as to cases of Insanity, or wit- 
nessed tho miotaken or Interested efforta of 
relatives to procure the conviction of a 
particular person because of some eccentric- 
ity of moral conduct or intellectual belief, 
or who knowa anything whatever of the 
vague and Indefinite nature of the bordor- 
land between sanity and Insanity, regards 
a lunatIc asylum as boing in not afew cases 
8 penitentiary to which eccentrics are sent 
for differing from thelr frlerds In thelr 
oplalana, 

Asylums are noL lilied by such cases, for 
doubttess the averngo judgment of those 
who treat the insane must be correct. But 
a eulletent number of cases exist in which 
the;restsalot of an asylum, conceding tha 
mental derangement to exist, is unfayor- 
able to n recovery, or Is tess favorable than 
A condition of greater Ilberty would bo, to 
render the question of the degreo of re. 
straint most favorable to the successful 
treatmont of the Insane one of great inter. 
est. 

At tha Inst meeting of the National As- 


sociation for the Protection of tha Insane’ 


and the Prevention of Insanity, Dr. Wilbur, 
its I'resident, remarked that there ara at 
least 50.000 insano In the United Btntes, bnt 
as thore are 10,500 In Now York ntone, thia 
estimnta js probably too low. If there aro 


2}g per thousand of population in New 


York, there muat be more than 1 per thou. 
Band in other parta of the country, . 

He remarked that "neglect and abusa 
were none too strong terms in which to 
characterize the mauner in. which the ma- 
jority are treated." 1n America the money 
Is expended on showy bulldings and on ap. 
pilances to lessen the Inbor and expense of 
caring forthe inaano, but comparatively 
blight efforts are made for thelr recovery, 
and the ratio af recovery fa constantly di- 
minishing In Great Britain, on the other 
hand, tho system 1s followed of. dispersing 


tho insane, 80 as to give to each and all as 


nearly as possible tha ndvantages of aaps- 
rate homo lifa, in cottages, In more frequent 
contact with tha sane This change has 
been brought about within twenty years 
through tho recommendations of special- 
ista, who made the sclontiflc t 


made effective throngh a syste 
menta! puperviston, 

At the same meeting the Rev. Arthur 
Brooks pointed out tbe impossibility of 
laying any systom of education, charities 
dr correction, properly administered by 
professional politicians, or by tho custodi- 


ana whom such men would be likely to ap- 


point. Tt is dificult in this country to get 
rid of political control for State oharit!es 
and Institutions, but moat persons can aee 
that under our system tho State asylums 
which have the most imposing architectural 
magnificence aud can make the biggest 
dress parado of gibberipg Junatics, wanld 
naturally besupposed to. be the most suo- 
cessful, Whnteverropublies do on a Na- 
tional or State scale, must be done with im. 
posing Ostentation in order to make the 
greatest passib!e parade of thelr work, Our 
Capito, at Washington and our various 
State Capitala ore far more costly than the 
gosta of fegislation of any country in Eu. 
rope. Even the room in which the Board 
of Aldermen meet in New York City, Bur- 
passes In magnificence most of the throne 
Tobms in Europe So .with our asylums. 
Thoy aro not dev!sed or planned to cure or 
comfort the insane, bat tò look a» much as 
possible like a grand. ducal palace, and so 
1naka an appearance that the State will be 
proud of. 

Dr. Beard at tho samea meeting stated tbat 
after &careful personal inspection of the 
beat asylums of Europe, he was satisfied 
that Great Britatn fs abead ofall the world 
and Germany next, in the judicious treat 


ment ofths {nosaze. Tie insane sre fro-

Tho doors generally are ualocked, 
and mere watching takes the piaco of physt. 
cal restraint, Vitna at thesen aldeara pro- 
vided for some of them [n simmer, where 
they live in & mode as hoalthy aud hardly 
tcea free than sane ladies and gentlemen, 
enfoylng all the amusements, occupations 
and recuperative Influences, which ara en- 
joyed by those in health, The intereat on 
tho sums wo lay out on ostentatloua hultd- 
ings, would go far toward paying for these 
more healthful (resulta ard the focrensed 
watch, care Incident tothom, if tho cheaper 
coltage s3ntem were pursued, We bave as 
good practitioners for the insane, but the 
lack of nny efficient system of State super- 
vision, prevents our American pkill being 
applied to the work. 

Dr. Sequim pronounced tho insane insti- 
tutions on Blackwell's and Ward's Ialandn, 
near Now York, to bo ns bad as could bo, 
Dr, Shaw, of the King's county asylom, 
had tried the European system of non-ra- 
straint, gradually reducing the wWso of 
mechanical restraints until last February, 
he burned: them all, including 300 carnisoles 
for which he had no furthor use, though 
ho had 500 patlents of all "kinds from the 
Jower classes. 

Dr. J. W. Morton had passed threo days tn 
one town of 12,000 Inhabitanis in Belgium, 
haif of whom have Junntics Im thetr.care, 
two belng allowed toeach family. The luno. 
tics acl as nurses, messengers and in many 
kinds of work, and somo okill [s required to 
determine the lunatics from the sane. In 
France bo vialted ona asylum having n 
farm of 3,000 nores, an area which under 
the close tillage system of Europa would 
employ ns many workmen ag 20,000 nores In 
our Western States. It bod nleolis touring 
mills, blackamith shops nnd live stook, all 
cared for by the partly insane. ‘Fhe men 
worked at farming: the women In the Jaun- 
dry, The engineer and Üremen of the Jaun- 
dry were lunatics, No altendnate were vla. 
ibla; of the 060 patients of all phases of in- 
2aulty, and all of the lower classes, not one 
was under any restrülnt, but all wero bap- 
py, laughing, Joking and discussing. 

Dr. Wilbur visited asylumsin England 
containing 20,000 patients, and only in one 
singlo inatance saw any restralnt in wae. 

it ia a singular comment on the aupposed 
increase of freedom in this country, over 
that knownin Europe, that not only ts our 
system towards lunatics tha most deapotic 
and Jenst curative apywhere practiced, but 
our coursa Inthe treatment of crimina!s, 
which we cannot now discuss, is marked by 
the same characteriatics. 15 would seem as 
though the ban of elther menta! disearo or 
moral infirmity, bringa down on the devot- 
ed head of Lt victim in America, the acou- 
mulated loathing of 60,000,000 of sovereigns, 
and so leaves them ina far more deplore 
ble condition than they attain where the 
soveralgua who trample on them aro fewer 
in number and more discriminating.
